Many farmers in Hempstead county 


arc 
anxious 
to secure 
electricity 


through Rural Electrification "Projects 
for their homes and for farm 
use. 


However, in nearly every ease the 
question foremost in their minds is, 
"How can I pay for the monthly cur- 
rent bill?" and the answer to this 
question is, "Put the electricity to 
work." 


The size and type of farm will de- 


termine the electrical equipment that 
should be sclevtcd. Generally, the 
following pieces arc recommended for 
every farm: lighting, water pump, 
washing machine, iron, and radio. The 
electric refrigerator, vacuum cleaner, 
and sewing machine should be added 
as finances permit, and then small 
utility motors, feed grinders, irrigation 
equipment, wood saws, milking ma- 
chines. 


Electricity Will Do Tills 


Farmers report that they spend an 


average of about 50 cents per month 
for kerosene Svhich gives a very lim-' 
itcd amount of lighting service. 


The yearly cost for cleaning open 


wells, well ropes, and water buckets 
is estimated at. $5.00, or 40 cents u 
month, for a limited water supply. 


In addition to irrigation purposes, 


the pump protects the health of the 
family by providing good 
sanitary 


facilities, drinking water, fire protec- 
tion, and it also contributes to more 
economical livestock production. 


Ail electric washing machine will 


save $1 per month on soap, washboards, 
and in decreased wear on clothing, be- 
sides saving 8 to 10 hours per week 
for the housewife. The electric iron 
will prolong the wearing life of clothes 
because of its uniform heat control. 


Helps on Radio 


Many farmers state the the operat- 


ing cost of the battery-type radio IB 
about $16 per year, or ?1.25 a month. 
The electric radio elminatcs the cost 
of new batteries and re-charging, in 
addition to saving nearly $25 on the 
first, cost of the machine. The electric 
radio has a low current consumption. 


Judging from these figures, the av- 


erage farmer spends about $H to $,'!.25 
per month for a very limited amount 
of service, whereas, using electricity at 
prices now available under Ihe Rurul

WORKER is not barred from receiving old-aye benefits merely he- 
cause he works only a part of (he time. The Federal Old-Age Ben- 


efit act makes no distinction between part-time workers and full-time 
workers. 


Let us lake a few examples. 
A young man is working his way through school. He works four 


hours a day as clerk in a store, and is paid !>io a week. Total wages he 
receives for such employment w i l l be used in estimating the old-aye 
benefits he will receive at 65 years of age. 


Or. a man gets a job in a factory tending a machine durin« the 


morning. His services are not required in the afternoon. Whatever the 
total amount uf wages the worker receives, that is the amount on which 
he will receive old-age benefits. 


Thus, the Social Security acl was so drawn that all workers in the 


( ccupations which are covered would receive some benefit1-. 
It. i.s for 


(his reason, also, that Die benefits are figured on total wages a man has 
received. 


As long us a man is qualified otherwise, the Social Security Board, 


in etlimatiny his old-age benefits, is concerned only with his total woBes.

Around, above, and behind the nose

'He may then look through the open- j 
ings of the sinuses to see whether in- ' 
fectious material is coming out. If he 
sees this material coining from the 


sinuses, or if he sees signs of inflam- 
mation, such as swelling and redness, 
and if there is pain and fever, he is 
likely to believe that the sinuses are 
infected. 


He may. however, confirm his diag- 


nosis by taking an X-ray picture of 
the sinuses, and also by trans-illumi- 
nation, the patient is taken into a dark 
room, and a light is placed inside his 
mouth or under his eyes. If the 
sinuses are clear, the light will be seen 
to pass into them and through them. 
If, however, there is inflammation or 
infection in the sinuses, they will ap- 
pear dark and obstructed. 


In exceedingly doubtful cases, when 


the physician believes there may be 
growths, such as polyps or tumors in 
the sinuses, it is also possible to inject 
an opaque substance into the sinuses 
and then to make an X-ray picture. 


These advances in diagnosis have 


shown us how much more frequent in- 
flammations and infections of the sin- 
uses actually are than was formerly 
thought to be the cnse.

Tension in the gravest, constitutional 


crisis in modern history was cased af- 
ter two sessions of the cabinet minis- 
ters Monday. A huge crowd hoped 
the ministers when they left 10 Down- 
ing street after their last discussion. 
Apparently the popular demonstration 
on behalf of their hard-pressed sov- 
ereign was indicative of bow an in- 
creasing .section of the British popu- 
lace felt about the situation. 


Government leaders asserted they 


were not trying to hurry Edward into 
:i decision, and it h;is been apparent 
throughout, that the king would not 
be hurried. 


Thus, the stalemate in the crucal 


game of empire was prolonged beyond 
the Week-end despite eagerness of 
business leaders and the Foreign Of- 
fice for a quick decision. 


To Answer Questions 


Prime Minister Stanley Baldwin, 


arch-foe of any union between the 
British .sovereign and his twice-divorc- 
ed companion, was to face the House 
of Commons again today, but there 
was nothing to indicate he would an- 
nounce a decision.

TN the early years of Denmark, 
*• the Danish language seemed to 
be used only for swearing at one's 
servants, so low in literary value 
was it held. But then there arose 
Uidvig Holberg, native of Nor- 
,way, and to him, the people of 
Denmark are indebted for the 
style and vigor of their literature. 


Holberg, born in 1684, fought 


poverty for many years before he 
was able to educate himself and 
to begin producing works in lit- 
erature, history, and philosophy 
that made him the mental giant 
of Denmark. Until he was 36, he 
had devoted his time to serious 
study. Then came a change to 
lighter writing, and his satirical 
poems became the rage for many 
years. 


He continued writing comedies 


and satirical poems until Copen- 
hagen was swept by a disastrous 
fire in 1728, and the nation went 
into mourning. Holberg's pen was 
stayed and no more was he able 
to repeat his valuable work. But 
|his contributions were recognized, 
and he was made Baron Holberg. 


In 1755, he died 
at the age of 70. 
His picture 
ap- 


pears on a stamp 
Denmark issued in 
1934 on the 250th 
anniversary of his 
birth. The stamp
